2. Claims 23 1 8 and 2357 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 2309 and 2348 require the heating rate to be "less than about loC per day", while 
claims 2318 and 2357 which depend from these claims, respectively, call for a heating rate of 
"about lOoC/day". Accordingly, claims 2318 and 2357 are both indefinite and comprise an 
improper dependent claim in calling for a heating rate outside the range of their parent claims. It 
is well settled that a dependent claim must include all the features of the parent claim, and then 
specify an additional limitation. 

3. Claims 23 18 and 2357 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

4. Claims 2309-2316, 2319-2355, 2358-2385 and 5150-5173 are allowed.
